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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . As a result of the agreed upon changes to the limitations discussed in the Personal 
Interview conducted on 15 February 2006, Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-11, and 
amendments to claims 1,11, and 19 filed 03 March 2006, with respect to claims 1-17 and 19 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claims 1-17 and 
19 has been withdrawn. 

In the Personal Interview conducted on 15 February 2006, Examiner Harris and Primary 
Examiner Dinkins agreed that the limitation of the first and second mounting axes are 
substantially equidistant from and on opposite sides of the first side wall, with the first mounting 
axis being closer to the first side wall than the second side wall was not disclosed in the prior art 
due to unclear recitations of limitations in the original claims. However, the clarification of 
limitations through the exhibit presented by Mr. Abbruzzese provided Examiner Harris with a 
full understanding of the claimed invention without the inconsistencies previously contained in 
the filed application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 and 19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The limitations found in claims 1-10 are neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of 
record, alone or in combination. The prior art of record does not disclose the limitations of a 
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generally rectangular electrical box having an elongate first side wall spaced apart from an 
elongate second side wall and defining a first mounting axis therebetween generally parallel to 
the side walls which mounts an electrical fixture and a supporting structure extending from the 
first side wall and defining a second mounting axes generally parallel to the first mounting axis, 
wherein the first and second mounting axes are substantially equidistant from and on opposite 
sides of the first side wall, with the first mounting axis being closer to the first side wall than the 
second side wall in combination with the other limitations recited in claim 1 . 

The limitations found in claims 1 1-17 are neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of 
record, alone or in combination. The prior art of record does not disclose the limitations of a 
generally rectangular electrical box having an elongate first side wall spaced apart from an 
elongate second side wall and defining a first mounting axis therebetween generally parallel to 
the side walls which mounts an electrical fixture and a support structure externally extending 
from the first side wall which accommodates a communication fixture defining a third elongate 
mounting axes generally parallel to the first and second mounting axis, wherein the first and third 
mounting axes are substantially equidistant from and on opposite sides of the first side wall, with 
the first mounting axis being closer to the first side wall than the second mounting axis is to the 
second side wall in combination with the other limitations recited in claim 1 1 . 

The limitations found in claim 19 are neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of 
record, alone or in combination. The prior art of record does not disclose the limitations of a 
support structure extending from said first side wall which accommodates the communication 
fixture, an outlet box including electrical fixture mounting members being spaced apart along a 
first axis between and generally parallel to the first and second side walls; and the support 
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structure including communication fixture mounting members being spaced apart along a second 
axis exterior and generally parallel to the first side wall, the first and second axes being generally 
equidistant from the first side wall; the first axis being non-centrally located between the first 
and second side walls in combination with the other limitations recited in claim 19.
